The^ediior of the Practical Farmer says 
'Having on our premises planted by former 
owners, probably twenty years, half a dozen 
otd grape vines with large- weather beaten 
trunks or stems, which made annually but 
little new Treed and yielded but very few poor 
ccrapes, two seasons ago we cut off the branch- 
es and laid the mam stems down in the 
trenches, covenng with about a foot of earth 
Vigorous aod healthy shoots sorana up in 
great abundance—the weak ones of which 
-n ere broken off and leading ones at proper 
iliiUnees trained to the arbor 
The new 


growths are now clean, healthy and strong— 
sufficient to entirely cover the large arbor the 
present season, we look for bushels of fnut 
Irom the new bearing wood. 
We see old 


grape vines, everywhere, doing no good and 
•which could be made joungand thrifty by 
this process' 


The venerable John Johnston, 


has recently written a letter to the Country 
Gentleman, in which he says, roots can never 
be raised to a large extent in this county un 
less wages were as low as m Germany or Den- 
mark 
The feeding out enough of roots to 


fat fifty head of cattle- would cost more than 
would pay at present price of labor 
Four 


quarts of corn meal will do more good to a 
steer than 120 pounds of turnips, in my opin- 
ion. If roots could be fed bff with sheep in 
the field in winter, then I would saj raise 
them. 
Corn can be raised for less labor, 


taking feeding and everything into consider- 
ation than roots, and we have also the corn 
stalks which make excellent fodder if proper- 
ly taken care of.
